ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING. 
Mr. Howarp Srratrorp’s PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS ON 
A Wiper Ovt1ooK.”’ 

Tue seventy-eighth annual general meeting of the Metropolitan 
Counties Branch was held at the Association’s House, Tavistock 
Square, on June 20th. Dr. H. 8. Beapres, the retiring 
president, occupied the chair during the first part of the 
proceedings, and a very large number of members attended. 

The following officers were elected for 1930-31 : 
M. G. Biggs, G. W. Kendall, and T. H. G. Shore, and Sir William 
Willcox, K.C.I.E., C.B. Honorary Treasurer, Dr. William Griffith. 
Honorary Secretaries, Dr. Charles F. T. Scott and Dr. Percy B. Spurgin. 

On the reception of the annual report of the representatives 
of the Branch on the Central Council, a hearty vote of 
thanks was accorded to the representatives on the motion of 
Dr. C. O. HawTHorRNE, seconded by Dr. D. Roxsurcu. Cordial 
votes of thanks were also accorded to Dr. Beadles for his 
occupancy of the presidential office, and to Dr. Masterman, 
on his retirement from the honorary secretaryship. 

Mr. Howard M. Stratford, F.R.C.S.Ed., was then inducted 
into the presidential chair, and read his address. At the 
close a vote of thanks was accorded to him by acclamation 
on the motion of Dr. M. G. Braces, seconded by Dr. F. W. 
Goonsopy. 

Presidential Address. 

Mr. Howarp Srrarrorp began by remarking that medicine 
in this country was passing through a critical period. Old 
landmarks were vanishing, and new methods of conducting 
medical practice were being evolved. It was often said that 
the day of the family doctor was passing, and that his place 
would be taken by one who, having diagnosed the case more 
or less thoroughly, would send the patient with a report to 
hospital or clinic for treatment. Perhaps the general practi- 
tioner had himself been too ready, having made his diagnosis, 
to send his patient to a hospital or specialist when he might 
have undertaken the treatment himself. With better medical 
education, better textbooks, increasing post-graduate facilities, 
there was less excuse for this than formerly. It was quite 
possible for a general practitioner to have, and he often had, 
a special knowledge in one particular line of practice. 

The British Medical Association policy, that all clinical 
work done for the public health authority should, whenever 
possible, be carried out by the general vyractitioner, was 
undoubtedly in the best interests of the public and of the 
medical profession. Unless the general practitioner was given 
opportunity to enlarge his sphere of usefulness and bring to 
his work the help naturally to be found in an up-to-date 
lustitution, general practice would die of inanition. 


The object of the general practitioner should be to become 
a practical man, himself doing everything that was possible 
for his patient if he had the requisite knowledge and expe- 
rience. When a case came along requiring some special exam- 
ination it was fatally easy to send the case to a hospital 
or specialist, thereby losing valuable experience. Further, the 
public got the idea that the general practitioner was useful 
only within certain narrow limits. Yet a definitely large pro- 
portion of the practical work of the out-patient department 
or clinic, if not all of it, could be done by the general 
practitioner. In passing, Mr. Stratford had a “ fling ’’ at that 
unfortunate phrase ‘ordinary general practitioner,” which 


| occurred in the Insurance Act. No good work, he said, was 


ever done by calling anyone “‘ ordinary”; it gave them the 
inferiority complex at once. Who ever heard of an ‘“ ordinary ”’ 
surgeon or physician? They were all distinguished ! 

He then passed in review a few of the special branches of 
medicine which had largely been taken out of the hands of 
the general practitioner—work which the practitioner should 
himself do if he was to retain his position, and which would 
add largely to the interest of his daily round, and raise him 
in public estimation. First there was midwifery, which was 
the general practitioner’s specialty. With the starting of 
clinics by the public health authorities, the public got an 
idea that something special was being done for the pregnant 
woman which the general practitioner could not do. Mr. 
Stratford thought it an unsatisfactory method for midwives 
to attend normal cases and the doctor to be called in for 
difficult ones. Unless the doctor regularly saw normal cases, 


how was he to be confident in recognizing the abnormal? There 


was everything in favour of the general practitioner being in 


charge of, and responsible for, every case of confinement in 
country. 


The child welfare clinics were another cause of serious loss 


of income and prestige to the general practitioner. Nothing 


was done in them, he thought, which could not equally well 
be done in the doctor’s own consulting room. The proper 
person to look after the family was the mother, with the advice, 


if required, of the family doctor. ‘‘ Some people to-day, with 


time, money, and misplaced energy, but often with little or 


no knowledge of children, let alone babies, rush in to recon-’ 


stract the home, not realizing the harm they may do by 
interfering with natural instincts, ending, possibly, in the 


breaking up of the home, which is often shaky enough already.” 


Child guidance clinics were on the increase, and the public 


and some specialists talked glibly about the difficult or the’ 


nervous child, or the potential criminal, whereas one would like 
to know first what was the normal child. The emotional or 


restless youngster seemed liable to be taken in hand as if he: 
‘had some mental disorder, when probably the truth was that 


he had some minor physical disability which the general 
practitioner was quite capable of rectifying. The general 
practitioner was the best judge of the normal and abnormal 
child, but he would do well to have a sound knowledge of 


psychotherapy, which would widen his outlook enormously.- 


In ear and throat work a large field was open to the general 
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practitioner if he liked to come in. A comparatively small 
number of instruments were required, and the simpler the 


better. The illumination of the nose, ear, and throat had ~ 


been wonderfully improved during the last few years, cavities 
which were once dimly seen were now brightly lit up, making 
examination and operation much more easy. Actinotherapy, 
again, was most certainly a general practitioner’s work. It 
was unfortunate that this form of treatment had got so largely 
into the hands of lay people. All general practitioners should 
consider installing lamps in their consulting rooms, preferably 
going to firms which did not advertise direct to the public. 

The only remedy that the speaker could see for the encroach- 
ments of the clinics was for the general practitioner to put 
aside one or two afternoons a week, to look upon them as his 
clinic or out-patient time, and inform his patients that he 
was at home at those hours to see children, to examine eyes, 
or throat and ear cases, and practise actinotherapy, or whatever 
the line in which he was specially interested. Patients would 
then come to him, paying small fees, rather than go perhaps 
some distance to the hospital or clinic, where they had to wait 
for some time before being seen. 

Turning to psychotherapy, after a reference to the able report 
of the Psycho-Analysis Committee of the Association, and an 
interesting dissertation on the subject of fear as a primary 
emotion, Mr. Stratford said that fear was undoubtedly a great 
cause of mental and even physical ill health. A knowledge of 
the various phobias would be invaluable to all medical men. 
The value of suggestion was greater than was sometimes sup- 
posed, but the methods used needed to be the right ones. 
Suggestibility was increased in illness, in fatigue, and in periods 
of mental tension, which were the very times when the doctor 
saw his patient. Many more people than was generally realized 
suffered from neuroses, obsessions, and neurasthenia, and sug- 
gestion formed an important element in cure. Osler once 
remarked that most of his treatment was by optimism and nux 
vomica. There was far too much talking and thinking about 
ill health to-day. It had been stated that illness had increased 
among the insured population from 60 to 100 per cent. since 
1926. This was probably due, not to an increase of real 
sickness, but to minor aches and pains. which the individual 
would be better—mentally, morally, and physically—for ignor- 
ing. Mr. Stratford paraphrased Goldsmith, as follows : 


“‘Tll fares the State, to hast’ning ills a prey, 

When ailments multiply, and men decay.’ 
Tilness was a warfare between unseen combatants, but real ones 
none the less, and the more hope and confidence the practitioner 
could give his patients the better chance they would have. 
Perhaps it might be a good thing for a man to get rid of 
submerged complexes by confession to a physician. 
Finally, speaking of social service, the general practitioner’s 
contribution to which was beyond computation, Mr. Stratford 
referred to the general practitioner delineated in Mr. A. 8S. M. 
Hutchinson’s popular novel, 7f Winter Comes—-the practitioner 
who possessed the mysterious and astounding faculty of absorb- 
ing, resolving, and subjugating all matters without visibly 
attending to any matter. ‘‘ Leave everything to me” was all 
he seemed to say. 

‘* When that day comes,” said Mr. Stratford, ‘tas come it 
must to all of us, when our general practitioner, his last pre- 
scription written, his last certificate signed, and the door having 
closed on his last patient, sits back in an old man’s chair, while 
dusk falls and shadows lengthen, and reviews his past aspira- 
tions and achievements, it may be, for all our talk this afternoon 
of specialties and special knowledge, that that which will please 
him most, will appear to him most worth while, most enduring, 
will be those many little acts of kindness, unrecorded and 
unreported, dictated by no question of payment, and in response 
to no hope of reward, which come under that heading known as 
* social service,’ and which might well take as its motto, ‘ Leave 
it to me.’ ”

Association’s Hospital Policy.

patients of a separate home or hospital provided exclu- 
sively for such patients, such home or hospital being an 
annexe of, or associated with, a voluntary hospital having 
public wards, every private paying patient shall have “ free 
choice ”’ of practitioner as his attendant, and of consultant 
and/or specialist, and that anything to the contrary in the 
proposed revised Hospital Policy shall be deleted.

WARWICKSHIRE PANEL AND LOCAL MEDICAL 
COMMITTEE. 
Tue Warwickshire Panel and Local Medical Committee met at 
Coventry on June 12th, Dr. Hersert Matus oceupying the chair. 

Arising out of the consideration of difficulties experienced by 
semi-urban doctors in distinguishing between dispensing and pre- 
scribing patients, a suggestion was made and referred to the 
Insurance Committee that a coloured bar be stamped across the 
medical cards and record cards of dispensing patients in order 
to identify them at a glance. 

The annual report and balance sheet was adopted, with an 
expression of the committee’s appreciation of its contents. Dr. 
Ma.ixs pointed out that an opportunity had been taken of using 
the report as a vehicle for the recent urgent memorandum 
received from the Medical Secretary on the subject of the need 
for more effective record keeping in order to prevent misleading 
statistics being extracted by the regional medical officers. 

Considerable discussion ranged round the draft Medical Benefit 
Amendment Regulations, 1930, under Article 3 of which the 
Minister proposed to take power to combine one or more county 
Panel Committees. The principal Regulations including county 
boroughs under the expression “‘ counties,’’ views were strongly 
expressed that the Panel Committee was not prepared to contem- 
plate being merged for such purposes with urban representative 
units. While this proposal was probably introduced to meet. some 
specific difficulty, the committee expressed the opinion that a most 
undesirable precedent, tending to militate against the established 
position of Panel Committees, was thus introduced, which might 
be extended in directions not at present contemplated. 

Provision was made for a voluntary levy for next year’s adminis- 
trative expenditure, and the recent report of the trustees of the 
National Insurance Defence Trust was reviewed. The British 
Medical Association Council’s draft Proposals for a General Medical 
Service for the Nation were then reviewed and consideration of 
them was adjourned, the Panel Committee’s preliminary comments 
thereon having previously been adopted with unanimity, 
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Correspondence. 


HOSPITALS AND THE GENERAL PRACTITIONER. 

Sir,—I notice that Dr. Preston King, in the Journal of 
June 14th (p. 1112), raises the important matter of paying 
wards in hospitals and the local profession. His interpretation 
of the Association’s policy is correct—that is, the general prac- 
titioner would not be really free to treat his own patient, nor 
would the patient be free to remain in the hands of his own 
doctor. The problem is complicated unnecessarily. 

Presumably the staff is composed entirely of consultants. 
These men may think the private wards a means of bringing 
some compensation for the voluntary and gratuitous services 
rendered in the public wards. Would it not be found in prac- 
tice that nearly all general practitioners using the private wards 
would thus employ the consulting staff without being compelled 
to do so? 

It will be said that some unscrupulous general practitioners 
might carry out treatment which would give the hospital a bad 
name. This, of course, would be the argument used to convince 
the board of management against allowing private doctors a 
free hand. But such a thing would hardly be the rule, for the 
general practitioner has even more interest in his local reputa- 
tion than the consultant. 

There are in almost every area general practitioners who 
know their work thoroughly, are specially qualified to carry 
out a great deal of special work, and only require the facilities 
of a hospital for this purpose. It is a common experience, 
when a patient is sent to a consultant, for the doctor to be 
given a vague report and alternative diagnosis, with a, promise 
to admit the patient to hospital for observation. This is pre- 
cisely what the patient’s own doctor could do himself had he 
access to a proper hospital. 

This leads me to refer to the recommendation of Dr. 
Fothergill in a recent Council meeting, pressing the claims of 
general practitioners in the new Hospital Policy, quite apart 
from private wards. It is an utterly wrong system which 
excludes capable local men from the work of voluntary general 
hospitals. It is wrong from the point of view of the local 
practitioner, the hospital, and the consultant, not to speak of 
the patient. Association with the work of a hospital increases 
the doctor’s interest in his work, makes him more proficient, is 
an incentive to post-graduate study and research, and is a great 
asset to his patients inside and outside the hospital. These 
reasons can be proved to the hilt, and are overwhelming. 

Many practitioners of wide practical experience are emin- 
ently suited to serve on the staffs of even large general 
hospitals as assistant physicians, surgeons, gynaecologists, etc. 
This is clearly seen in many county hospitals staffed by 
the local men in general practice. As one approaches London 
and other large cities, the general practitioner is crushed 
out immediately the local hospital increases and develops 
(due to his energy and foresight) sufficiently to attract 
the consultant. For example, here in Ilford excellent work 
was carried on for about seventeen years by the local men, 
who derived great benefit through being associated with 
it. Now we are crushed out immediately extension and im- 
provement are commenced. Even when the board of management 
definitely and unanimously and strongly recommended to the 
medical committee of consultants (newly formed) that general 
practitioners should be appointed as assistants in certain 
departments, that medical committee promptly turned down 
the recommendation, one member telling the board, in my 
hearing, that they would make their hospital a ‘ laughing 
stock ’”’ if such appointments were made! I may say I could 
have retaliated much more strongly than I did. The presump- 
tion manifested was nauseating. 

Again, it is said that appointing some doctors and not 
appointing others may cause local jealousy and make the hospital 
suffer. Does this occur in provincial hospitals? Jealousy one 
finds everywhere; but is this a sufficient answer? Should we 
pander to this? Should general practitioners who do not wish 
to give time to hospital work or qualify themselves to do it 
stand in the way of others who are willing and are qualified 
to do it?) Might the one not be a great help to the other ? 

Therefore, apologizing for taking up so much of your valuable 
space on this important matter, I contend : 

1. The general practitioner should have a place in the work 
of the hospitals of the immediate future, not only in the private 
but also in the public wards. 


2. The general practitioner will never get his place ti} he 
ceases to acquiesce in the present disgraceful state of affair, 
and presses for recognition; otherwise he will develop into 
clerk or a kind of “ sorter,’’ and a poor one at that, aa 

3. The consultant has nothing to fear in this; it is al ether 
for his good; it would relieve him of much unremunerati 
work, and the friendly co-operation with the general pra 
titioner is just what he wants and would ensure his bei, 
employed much more in private consultation. This should ty 
obvious to the consultant, who should fight his own battles 
and be paid properly for his hospital services.

vague with reference to the general practitioner that one mug 


say the Association has not backed him up either centrally 
in the Divisions. (See Supplement, April 19th: Report of 
Council, Appendix VII, IIT, and compare Appendix E (p, 159.) 

5. Seeing that the whole hospital question is now to some 
extent in the melting-pot, I do most earnestly ask that the 
Association shall now make a definite recommendation that the 
general practitioner be given his place in the hospital work of 
the country. I feel sure that this would bé according to the 
feeling of the best of the profession all over the country.

FEE FOR CREMATION CERTIFICATES. 

Sm,—The Cremation Society of England has issued a list of 
medical men whom they recommend to the various cremation 
authorities of Great Britain for appointment to sign Form ¢ 
under the Cremation Regulations, 1920-27. It is hoped by the 
Cremation Society that cremation authorities will appoint the 
medical men whose names appear in the list, and it is understood 
by them that the practitioners so appointed have signified their 
willingness to accept as remuneration the usual fee charged for 
a first professional visit. 

The Sussex Branch Council approached all the medical men 
in Sussex who had allowed their names to be put on this list, 
It was felt that most, if not all, had not wnderstood the con- 
dition attaching to the inclusion of the names—namely, the 
acceptance of a totally inadequate fee for the performance 
of a very important service. The Sussex practitioners, thirty 
in number, both members and ron-menibers, have without 
exception withdrawn their names, not, of course, from any 
hostility to the practice of cremation, which has the very strong 


approval of doctors, but simply as an indication that they are 7 


not prepared to undertake this very important duty of signing 
Certificate C for an inadequate fee. 

The inclusion of any doctor’s name in the list of the 
Cremation Society does not entitle that doctor to sign these 
certificates unless he is otherwise qualified by the statutory rules 
under the Cremation Act, nor does the withdrawal of his name 
prevent him from signing if he is entitled by the rules to do so,
